Provide for the payment of Wages weekly in Ireland. a.d. 1888. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral,' and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. Qn and after the passing of this Act workmen engaged by Workmen to 

time in Ireland shall be paid then* wages weekly. Weekly 

2. Where the engagement is not by time but for piece-work, it Provisions 
shall be lawful for the workman, if not paid weekly, to claim in each wherc en " . 

’ x " ’ gagemcnt is 

alternate week at least seventy-five per centum of the wages earned, for piece- 
10 and a settlement in full every fortnight of the amount due to him work - 
for wages. 

3. Every employer who refuses to comply with the provisions of Penalties on 
this Act shall render himself liable to the penalties imposed by 
section nine of the Track Act, 1887, as if he had been guilty of pliance. 

15 such an offence as in said section of said Act is set forth. 

4. Tliis Act shall be cited as the Irish Weekly Wages Act, Short title.
